Lester A, Felt of East Corinth, 
died Sunday, April 15, 1978, at a 
Bangor hospital. 

Mr. Felt was born at Bryant 
Pond, March 8, 1914, the son of 
Albert Newton and Mary E. 
Brooks Felt. In 1938 he received 
a BS degree from the University 
of Maine at Orono, While at the 


past noble ruler of the National 
Agricultural Fraternity, Alpha 
Gamma Rho, He was an officer 
and member of the college Agri- 
culture Club for four years, In 

1938 he taught agriculture, science 
and biology at Newport High 
School, While at Newport he de- 
veloped the first Future Farmers 
of America sweetheart contest. _ 

My. Felt transferred to East 
Corinth Academy in February 1040 
where he is credited with devel- 
oping one of the largest and. most 
active vocational. agriculture de- 
partments in Maine. Mr. Felt lived 
on a 100 acre farm in Corinth for 
32 years, where he has carried out 
many research projects involving 
both crops and livestock. He was 
an active member of the New 
England Livestock Conservation, 
Inc., a 830 year member of the Ag- 
ricultural Extension Service, a 
members of the. Maine Teachers 
Association, the American Voca- 
tional Association, National Voca- 
tional Agricultural Teachers Asso- 
ciation and the Maine Association 
of Voeational Agricultural Teach- 
ers. 

.In 1972 Mr. Felt was selected 
for national honor as a leader in 
American secondary education. 
‘Mr. Felt’s biography is featured in 
the awards volume, “Leaders of 
American Secondary Education.” 

In 1974, after nearly 36 con- 
secutive years as instructor of 
vocational agriculture, Mr. Felt, 
often referred to as the dean of 
vocational agricultural teachers, 
announced his retirement. A pub- 
lie testimonial was given in his 


honor with more than 500 in at- p 


tendance. 

Mr. Felt was an honorary mem- 
ber of the board of trustees of 
SAD 64 and served for several 
years on the ‘board of the Farm 
Home Administration.
